Another “but” is the matter of breeding 

cy. Yes, we are being a bit opti 
mistic in the plan above, which assumes 
every cow treshening every year. But, there 
is one fact we haven't yet discussed which 
amply covers calf loss, broken legs, breed 
ing troubles, mastitis, and all of the other 
plagues of dairying: We stopped the whole 
herd at age 6 years! 

Six years (four lactations) is younger 
than the average age for all cows at the 
time they leave the average herd. Pure- 
bred breeders and good grade dairymen 
have nothing like such an average for 
cows they send to the butcher. Good care, 
good type, clean barns, good feed, proper 
milking by persons who care about their 
cows . these things stretch the life 
of cows by many years 

No provision has been made in the above 
formula for a bull. It is assumed that a 
cess to a good artificial breeding service is 
available.
